gible for membership upon pay­ 
ment of nominal monthly dues. 
When any member of the family 
becomes ill, or seeks any type 
medical or dental care, he calls 
his own doctor, who is reimbursed 
by the association. 
“The program has the enthu­ 
siastic supp u’t of leading physi­ 
cians, and was given official rec­ 
ognition again this year by Con­ 
gress when the FSA appropria­ 
tion carried provisions for con­ 
tinuance of this type 
pre-paid 
medical protection for families,” 
Mr. Brown pointed out. “The doc­ 
tors benefit, because they get 
their fees on time, and they ap­ 
prove the program because re­ 
sponsibility for its operation 
is 
placed in their hands. 
The fam­ 
ilies find they can get medical 
services through the group plan 
that they could not otherwise af­ 
ford.” 
As an eight-point program for 
protection of health, the associa­ 
tions stress physicians’ care, hos­ 
pitalization, prevention and im­ 
munization. better food 
habits, 
better sanitation, safe 
drinking 
water, and screens and other de­

Car Prices Go Up 15 
To 20 Per Cent 
Detroit, 
Aug. 
3. — A 
little 
something more can be said now 
about the price of your 1946 car. 
Judging from the price just set 
by the OPA for the new civilian 
jeep, and from authoritative com­ 
ments within the industry here, 
the postwar level will be from 15 
to 20 per cent above the prewar 
.scale for most new models. This 
is not official. 
It is known for 
certain only that the manufac­ 
turers have asked for a 25 per 
cent boost, and that the OPA 
officials have been trying to pare 
this right down to rock bottom. 
In the pricing arrangement for 
the new jeep some see, too, a 
suggestion of the pattern that 
may be followed in the regular 
passenger car line. The F. O. B. 
Toledo price for the jeep, “as is,” 
will be $ 1,090. 
But that doesn’t 
include the Federal tax of $46.53, 
or the freight, which might well 
average around $100, or a spe­ 
cial allowable fee up to $20 for 
preparing the car for sale— or 
the $349.69 for all the “extras,” 
some of them quite necessary. 
Those “extras” include, for ex­ 
ample, the other front seat and 
the rear seat, spare tire, top, and 
what is important to the farmer, 
its largest prospective customer, 
the machinery for using the car 
as a stationary power unit. When 
you get through you are likely 
to have to pay something like 
$1,600 or more for that civilian 
jeep.

own business. 
In many 
cases 
they have lost money and friends 
of long standing, and have been 
subjected to all manner of abuse 
—these men without decorations. 
They can never be fully repaid 
for their contribution to the win­ 
ning of World War ll. Their only 
remuneration is contained within 
their hearts and souls in 
the 
knowledge that they have served 
fearlessly, tirelessly and honestly 
for their country. 
No man can 
do more. BUT THEIR SERVICE 
IS NOT YET COMPLETED, even 
though the shooting-war is over. 


“Mill ions of our boys are over­ 
seas and have been there and in 
combat for several years. 
Cer- 
I tainly, they should now be al­ 
lowed to come home to 
their 
i families. 
For example, I haven’t 
seen my boy for over three years. 
Now, ‘my boy’ is simply repre­ 
sentative of hundreds and thou 
sands of other fathers and moth­ 
ers and wives with men long in 
the service. 
The Government is 
strenuously 
trying 
to 
return 
these men. 
In fact, right here 
in Texas the official reports of 
discharges which we are receiving 
at Selective Service Headquar­ 
ters now total close to 1,000 no­ 
tices per day. 
The Army, 
the 
Navy, the Marine Corps and the 
Coast Guard cannot keep this up 


unless, of course, we can send 
able-bodied men overseas to re­ 
place those who should now be 
sent home. 
“Surely, in 
this 
democratic J 
country of ours, it is expected I 
that every man shall participate 
in its wars. 
A great many of 
our young men in the 18 through! 
25 group have been deferred for I 
several years for one reason or 
another. 
These young men have| 
been on good salaries. They have 
been able to sleep in good beds 
and have good food. 
They have I 
had almost complete security with j 
little or no jeopardy of life 
or! 
limb. 
Why should not 
these 
young men now take up the gun I 
and ‘stand guard’ for a while ? 
“That is why we must for the J 
present continue to issue calls 
for the induction of men.

calls are small—about 50,000 per 
month for the nation—but,

necessary.
